FOUR STABBED IN RIOT 


AT CLEVELAND PLANT 


Cleveland, Sept. 24.—Four men were 


stabbed, two probably fatally, and two 
others were badly beaten at the en- 
trance of the American Steel and Wire 
company plant this morning in the 
first serious local disorder of the steel 
strike. The trouble broke out when a 
street car stopped near the plant to 
let off men bound for work at the 
mills. 
Among those who got off the 
car 


were three negroes. 
Strike 
sympa- 
thizers sought to stop them from going 
into the plant, according to the police, 
and two of the negroes drew knives. 
A general fight ensued, in which many 
men in the vicinity of the plant joined. 
When a. detail of police reached 
the 


scene they found four men had been 
stabbed, two probably fatally. 


•The negroes returned to the street 
car for shelter. 
The car was pursued 


by hundreds of strike sympathizers and 
bombarded with bricks and stones and 
the three men seized and beaten. Police 
rescued two of them and the 
third 


escaped. 
Police Captain Lawrence in charge 


of the Newburg district said he look- 
ed for further trouble this afternoon 
when the American 
Steel and Wire 


company plans to pay off the workers 


All of the severely injured were re 


moved to hospitals. 
Nine arrests were 


made as a result of the rioting, includin 
two injured men. 
Two other disturbances had broken 
out in the Newburg district this morn- 
ing in which a man was slightly hurt. 
Patrolman Hack was severely beaten 


and one man was believed to have been 
shot in a steel strike disturbance near 
the Otis Steel company plant shortly 
before noon. Hack was attacked when 
he ordered loiterers to .move on. 
He 


fired three shots and believes a man 
was shot and carried away by friends.

ENGLISH RAIL WORKERS 


THREATEN TO STRIKE 


London, Sept. 24.—Because of the 


situation created by the presentation to 
the government today of an ultimatum 
by the railway men in which a strike 
was theatened, a full meeting of the 
cabinet 11 as called to be held this after- 
noon to consider the situation. 
The executive body of the railroad

The first bank authorized to do busi- 
ness was the First Rational bank of 
Philadelphia, but the oldest one was 
the Bank of North America, which was 
chartered by the state of Pennsylvania 
in 1782, and became a national bank 
December 3, 1864. In view cf Its long 
history and pioneer services to the 
government, It was permitted to organ- 
ize as a national bank under its old 
name of "Bank of North America," 
without the usual prefix of "national."

vey of the Natural Gas Situation 


In our campaign to arouse the consuming public to the vital importance of conserving natural 


gas we have frequently referred to the Federal Government's survey of the -natural gas fields. 


In some parts of Ohio there seems to be a lack of knowledge of -this important action of the 


Federal authorities, in face of the fact that this most exhaustive government survey has just 
been completed. 
* 


The survey was made by the Internal Revenue Bureau of the Treasury Department in connec-. 


tion with the Federal Income Tax returns, and a press bulletin issued by that department, describing1 
the survey says: 


"It was based upon information gathered during the fall and winter of the year 
1 


1918 by a corps of geologists, technologists and engineers. The investigation was un- 
dertaken primarily to furnish a basis for arriving at valuations, and depletion and de- 
preciation deductions in connection with oil and gas properties. 
Deeming these sub- 


jects to be of the greatest importance, the Bureau of Internal Revenue instituted a 
most careful inquiry. AH fields in the United States were canvassed. Records of pro- 
duction of thousands of properties were collected and tabulated. These were carefully 
classified and studied by the most competent and experienced men in the country and 
the average future production curves and tables of valuation data were produced as a 
result of this study.

"The country was divided into seven d istricts. These were the Appalachian Field, 


Lima-Indiana and Illinois* Field,-Mid-Continent Field, Northern-Louisiana Field, Gulf 
Coast Field, The Rocky Mountain District, and California. The investigation as it 
applied to the natural gas industry was directed by Eugene W. Shaw, of the U. S. 
Geological Survey. 


"The investigation was begun before the signing of the armistice, and most of the 


men who took part in it were called from their usual vocations and undertook the work 
at a financial sacrifice, and often at great personal inconvenience. The hearty support 
of the Bureau of Mines, Geological Survey,, Fuel Administration and other Federal 
Bureaus was at all times .given. Without the assistance of all these agencies the work 
could not have been accomplished in the limited time available. 


"The work of compiling and editing the material was done largely by A. D. Bro- 


kaw, J. L. Darnell and L. G. Donnelly. The investigations leading to the preparation 
_. 


of the information and its compilation and publication were under the general super- _ 
""* 


vision of Dr. Ralph Arnold, Chief of the Oil and Gas Section." 


The survey was most exhaustive and covered all producing fields in the United States. A large

Dr. Shaw states that in all probability only one-sixth of the original volume of natual gas 


mains, and this includes all known and all probable undiscovered supply. This statement is 
roberated by such eminent authority as Dr. John A. Bownocker, State Geologist of Ohio, who 
has pointed out that his own state is consuming sixty per cent more gas than it produces; and Dr. 
Israel C. White, head of the department of geology/of West Virginia, who declares that only one- 
fourth of the great volume of natural gas of that state is remaining available for use,
